Andrew Carnegie, of

ing a free public library building in 
and for said city and on the terms 
and conditions therein mentioned, 
therefore I** it 
R e s o l v e d , That the sjjid offer be 
and th e sam e is hereby g ra te fu lly 
accep ted on the term s and conditions 
th erein 
nam ed, 
aud 
we 
agree to 
comply with the sam e and to k*«>p 
and m ain tain said lib r a r y w hen con­ 
st rue te d . 
R e s o l v e d , That the thanks of the 
city be extended to Mr. Carnegie for 
his muniticient gift. 
The library question, which so far 
as the public has been concerned, 
has been a dead issue for some time, 
was brougtit to the surface again by 
its most ardent sponsors, II. I. Cohen 
and Prof. T. B. Hartley, when they 
submitted a report of the proceedings 
of the library board which had to do 
with the buying of a site for the pro­ 
posed new Carnegie library building. 
Mr. Coheu also handed in a long list 
of names of business men of the city 
who had subscribed money to buy a 
site for the library, the aggregate 
sum being $1000 
The site decided 
upon by the board, the one which was 
submitted for approval of the coun­ 
cil was the vacant lots on the corner 
of Main and S iventh streets, just 
north of the N. 
P. 
tracks. 
Mr. 
Cohen stated that a price had been 
made on another site on the corner 
of Highth and Main, but this offer 
has been withdrawn and the board 
had now but the one propsition to 
submit. 
M r. Cohen stated in presenting 
the report that it was with no little 
work that this amount was raised, 
although the committe which started 
out with the list met with but little 
opposition.
